On 
one car they suff led iieavy loss. 
What about the fIi pper who had 
from 6 to 10 cars on such a 
breatT One ear on inch a break as 
abovo nsafloaod meaat aboat fi,- 
090 less, ite shipper who bad lo 
cara suffered a loss ot flO.OOO. The 
writer has tnlked t-^ a great many 
poultry sliippers ai'd they say that 
tlie market conditions were never 
worse. They say that they look for 
above extreme market — 24c — 
to be paid to the shlwor agata, la 
New York, but we have to aasamo 
to great a risk. We know not when 
New York may have another food 
riot. These heavy breaks are caus- 
ing shippers to lose confidence In the 
markets, the extreme high prices 
paid for poultry on thIa end ot the 
line. The anrket la New York was 
never known to be higher. These 
conditions being true in the face of 
food riots has m-^de it a very dan- 
gerous propositio i for shippers of 
ail food supplies. More especially 
poultry — as - poultry la something 
that requlrea a great deal of atten- 
tion. It la a very expenatVe com- 
modity to carry over. Feed stuff 
was never known to lie higher. You 
are not only nut your fee'l in carry- 
ing over poultry, hut poultry Is per- 1 
ishable stock. Tlie fatality Is heavy 
ns well as other shrinkage, and ad- 
ditioaal expense o^ Jpaylng a anan 
and board la holding poultry over. 
Oftfen it takes 'two or three weeks, 
.for markets to recover from biK ' 
breaks. In tlils case you would 
have a decided reaction of market 
to recover oost of shipment.
